This regiment is well uniformed 
and well disciplined, t .saw Uieiu at a rlgiit suouldor 
siiit'l in column of lour tne other day. The men 
were all large-bodied, Iguoraut-looKmg negroes, 
and they number a thousand men. Cash's regiment 
lias its Headquarters at Columbia, with eleven com- 
panies. 
The third regiment be.ongs to .Beaufort, 
and bus for its lieuteiiantcolonel Robert Smalls, who 
ran me Manter, a small steamer belonging to his 
master, out of Charleston during the war. It is

expectation of t'.iis treaty, has called an extra 
session of the Senate to meet on the 10!h 
instant, and our Secretary of State, Mr. Fish, 
ims made bis arrangements lo retire from tho 
Cabinet on the 1st of June; from which wo 
infer that, as Secretary of State and as a mem- 
ber of the iligh C'JiiHrisaioa, lie expects 
that by the 1st of June the treaty in question 
will hare become an established law between 
the two countries, justifying his ouieUil ivl.'re- 
m 'lit wilh the p'.blie approval of '"Weil done, 
good and faithful servant." 


The labors of this High Commission have 


embraced Ihe settlement of the iuternalion.il 
disputes and embarrassments eomieetfil with 
t'.:.; Xoiv.luimZ.'anil .iud Nova Scotia fisheries, 
tho navigation, of the St. Lawrence, a boundary 
question on the Pacific coast and the Alabama 
claims. 
From Ihe various reports and i umors 


set afloat touching the arrangements and en- 
g.igerneuts entered into by tho hijh contracting 
parlies, we conclude that upon the. fisheries 
question the Commission have agreed that 
American fishermen shall have substantially 
the same rights as her Majesty's subjects in 
the sea fisheries of her North American prov- 
inces to the shore line; that her Majesty's 
fishermen shall have corresponding privileges 
along our Atlantic coast down, to Delaware 
Bay, and lhal a board of arbitrators—one to 
be appointed by President Graul, one by 
Queen Vie'.oria, and Ihe Ihird, or umpire, by 
lliesc Iwo, or, if Ihey cannot agree, ho is to be 
chosen by the Emperor of Austria and King 
of Hungary—and these three arbitrators are 
to determine Ihe difference in cash between 
these fishery concessions on the one side and 
the other, and the difference is to be paid in 
cash by the party having the b33t of the bar- 
gain. 


Is uol thia a fair arrangement? 
We think 


it is. 
Under existing treaty stipulations 


American catchers of cod and mackerel in 
those wonderful cod and mackerel placers of 
the Gulf and Banks of Newfoundland are pro- 
hibited fishing within a marine league from the 
shore. To make this exclusion worse, the 
New Dominion authorities have construed the 
treaty line as running from headland to head- 
land across their smaller gulfs and bays, 
inside of which our fishermen cannot venture 
without danger of seizure and confiscation. 
General Buller, in toeBtiM ot kla fishing con- 
stituents, has threatened war upon this ques- 
tion, and to quiet him and his belligerent 
fishermen the Joint High Commission have 
agreed that bis fishermen shall have full 
sweep, even to Ihe shore line of her Majesty's 
province?, and certain shore privileges to dry 
their fish, &c.; but that between these and 
similar concessions granted on our side we 
shall pay the difference on a fail" cash valua- 
tion. General Butler, and likewise General 
Banks, it is said, will oppose this arrangoment 
with all their might; but still we think it 
oujiit" to be, and will be, satisfactory to the ' 
Senate.

Next, in regard to the navigation of the St. ' 


Lawrence, it is agraed that we shall have the 
same rights as the Canadians, iu paying the 
tolls of the St. Lawrence canals. To our 
readers who do not know exactly what this 
means we may say that the St. Lawrence, not- 
withstanding the tremendous volume of water 
which it bears to the sea, is not a navigable 
river between Lake Ontario and Montreal, ia 
consequence of its rapids. Platboats, pirogues 
and steamboats 
frequently descend these 


rapids at great risks, but no sort of craft can 
ascend them. 
These rapids are named the 


Long Sault (twelve miles), the Gallopades 
(where the descending boat seems to be gal- 
loping like a horse over the waves), the 
Cedars (from 
the numerous cedars 
there 


among tlie rocky islands), the Cascades and 
the Lachine rapids, the worst of the liae, just 
above Montreal. 
Around all these rapids 


our British American, neighbors, at tbe cost 
of many millions of money, have constructed 
great canals, with walls of stone block equal 
in size to the stones in the Egyptian pyramids, 
and thus, including the Wetland Canal, the 
rapids of the St. Lawrence and tho Niagara 
Falls themselves ttre surmounted by vessels 
from Montreal or from Liverpool. The British 
concessions, therefore, in regard to the naviga- 
tion of the St. Lawrence, are all that we can 
ask. 


The Northwestern Pacific coast boundary 


dispute is about a litllu island iu Ins dividing 
straits of San Juan de Fuca, which to a great 
extant commands those straits. 
This island 


the nigh Commission surrender to the United 
Stales, which is all we demand in that quarter. 


The main difficulty oi those Alabama claims. 


Ihen, is all of this budget of difficulties that 
is left, and upon this the High Commission 
have adopted the saving alternative of arbitra- 
tion. 
A board of arbitration of five members, 


impartially constituted as possible, is to deter- 
mine our claims against England arising from 
the depredations upon our commerce, during 
our

rebellion, of such 
Anglo-rebel 


cruisers as the Alabama, thi Florida and 
SlwnandoaU ; and another and similar board 
of -Arbitrators is to determine the 
claims 


of British en*jectg upon the JJ«it§d^J5tates 
for properly Seized or destroyed during our 
late rebellion, &c. And what plan calculated 
to be fair and satialaclory to bolh sides could 
be devised better than this we are at a loss to 
imagine. It Las been reported that these 
British claims will overtop our 
Alabama 


claims to the extent of twenty or thirty mil- 
lions, in embracing losses for slaves, losses 
of 
blockade runners, 
and, 
pcradventure, 


losses from the rebel cotton loan. 
But slaves 


are not property in 
England 
or under 


English law, and while Lord John Russell, 
during our rebellion, warned those English 
blockade runners that there was no law for 
tlicm, our own government has sellled thai 
rebel colton loan in the repudiation of all 
rebel debts. We dare say that Mr. Secretary

Stunner will stoutly oppose- this Alabama set- 
tlement on the ground that it does not (ouch 
tho main question—England's great offence 
to us in connection with our rebellion, in the 
matter of belligerent rights. 
Against the 


Clarendon-Johnson treaty Mr. Sumucr con- 
tended that Hug-land, in her application of 
belligerent rights to Jeff Davis, was morally 
responsible to us to the extent of :vt lenat a 
tiioiis-ind millions of dollars, and that she must 
at. least apologise for this great wrong. For 
ten years she has stubbornly contended that 
iu this tiling of belligerency she did no wrong

Francis 
Joseph 
to-day

man than he was in ISIS, 
and 


Francis Joseph, with his larger wisdom, says, 
with Ihe f.ill consent of his subjects, "No more 
Concordats." 
Italy united and strong, and 


not in sympathy with Papal 
sovereignty; 


France defeated, demoralized and a world's 
shame; 
Protestant Germany omnipotent— 


all these things have opened the eyes of Aus- 
trian statesmen ana exarviaaa. 0«^.t. i^.fl.a.=.o.aa 
on the chief of the House of llapsburg. Time 
wns when the Pope of Rome distrusted tho 
people ; lime was when the present Emperor 
of Austria hated the people; but immense as 
was the power of the one and the other, tlie 
popular cause has so beea adding victory to 
victory that the Pope and the Kaiser have 
both found it necessary to court popular favor. 
The poor Pope, an old man, worn out and 
fond of rest, has unhappily committed him- 
self and his cause to infallibility. 
Francis 


Joseph, yet comparatively a young man, finds 
out and admits his mistakes. 
The attitude of 


Italy, the condition of France, the gathering 
strength of the new German em pire, all give 
significance to this Austrian movement, and 
the lesson is that the Papacy ia its ancient sense 
is no more. The first Napoleon humbled but 
used the Papacy; the treaties of Vienna gave 
it a new point of departure ; the second French 
empire saved it and propped it ; the Dollinger 
movement has all but killed it, and unless the 
Pope and his friends make up their minds to 
raake concessions and chime in with, popular 
sentiment the Papacy will be put in perma- 
nent trouble. 
If the Papacy 
is wise the 


opportunity is not yet lost.

The coal troubles have substantially ended, 


the Wllkcabarre men. having already returned 
to work on the old basis, and tho Pottsville 
men having signified their willingness to abide 
by local arbitration, which is equivalent to 
following the example of their Wilkesbane 
friends. 
Thus the miners, after all their long 


and earnest fight, have lost heavily. 
Some of 


the cherished principles of the trades union, 
founded upon false premises, however, as wo 
have always held in pur friendly advice to 
the miners, 
have been overthrown, and 


their Ions-continued idlenesss has eaten up 
their funds. 
The combinations of capital, 


railroads, legislatures and courts have been 
too powerful for them.
